RESOLUTION 

No. 50/4/I8/K8-TS.—The Government had jn,n>un.:ed 
their intention to set up a National Security Council io con¬ 
sider all aspects of national security in a coordinated .aid 
comprehensive manner. The Council will take a holistic 
view of national security issues in the light of the en lei mil, 
economic, political and military situations and then fmk-iyes 
with our domesticc concerns and objectives. 

2. The need lor a holistic approach is especially ic c-, taut 
today as both the external geo-strategic environment and Ihe 
interna] situation in the country are charging repklW. Ihe 
international environment has undergone dramatic changes 
which will inevitable lead to the establishment of new equili¬ 
bria of power in different regions of the globe. Ei'imvnic 
considerations axe increasingly determining ink-iimlional 
policital dynamics, The domestic situation is also Jiartgiug 
and in many regions, the social fabric and the admril-.trauve 
structure is under strain. In some parts of tho country IbesC 
stniins arc compounded by external forces aiding an.tt abet¬ 
ting militant and terrorist groups iu their unlawful a id suh- 
veisive activities. These trends if allowed to go un¬ 
checked, could undermine the nation’s integrity and ">uiy, 

2. Government have, therefore, decided to set up a 
National Security Council comprising the folowing 

Prime Minister : Chairman 

Minister of Defence ; Member 

Minister of Finance : Member 

Minister of Home Affairs : Member 

Minister of External Affairs : Member 

The Council may, as necessary, request other Union Minis¬ 
ters and any Chief Minister of a State to attend meetings, pt 
the Council. The Council may aft> invite experts find 
•specialists to attend its meetings as necessary, i < '■■•'•• 

4. The main endeavour of the Nutional Security CiiiiijvH 
will be to evolve an integrated approach to policy nUkiiiK 
as it affects national security, taking a/count of the link¬ 
ages between the evolving external situation iii the uolilical, 
Military and economic fields and our domestic utijiili^n. 
This Nhould lead to the identification of strategies yliich 
optiuiise our efforts in defence, internal security and foreign 
affairs. The council will ensure that medium-term ye'd ljupg- 
term assessments ar c made of the internal and geo-strategic 
environment to serve as a perspective for shaping Govern¬ 
ment policy n related matters. The subjects subm'd(nullfan 
t!ie Liins-deration of the Council will broadly cnyeTO.i trie 
following: 

(a) external threat scenario; 

(b) strategic defence policies; 

(c) other security threats specially those in< nlving 

atomic energy, space and high technology; 
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(d) internal security covering aspects such as counter- 
insurgency, counter-terrorism and counter-intelligence; 

tej patterns of alienation likely to emerge within the 
country, especially those with a social, co/nnuinal 
or regional dimension; 

(f) security implications of evolving trends in tile world 
economy on India’s economic .and foreign policies; 

(g) external economic Llveats in aieas such as cneigv, 
commerce, food and finance; 

(h) threats posed by trans-border crimes such as smug¬ 
gling and traffic in arms, diugs and narcotics; 

(i) evolving a national consensus on strategic and 
security issues. 


5. The National Security Council shall be assisted by a 
Strategic £)or)e Ciroftip comprising the Cabinet Secretary 
as Chairman and representatives of the three Services and 
the Ministries concerned. The Strategic Core Group will 
supervise the submission of appropriate studies, papers and 
reports to the National Security Council from the Ministries 
or other agencies of the Government, or front Special 
Task Forces as indicated in para 7. 


6, The National Security Council will have a separate 
Secretariat which will be headed by i Secretary who will 
be an officer in the rank of Secretary to the Government of 
India. This Secretariat will also service the Strategic. Care 
Group, 


7. For in-depth study of Jificient aspects concerning 
national security, Task Forces may he established as may 
he decided by the Chairman of (he Council. Each Task 
Force will he concerned with specific aieas of security and 
its membership will he drawn from the Minis!rios and 
agencies dealing wilh the security issues within the Gov¬ 
ernment. Each Task Force will he headed by an experienced 
person well-versed in matters assigned to that Task Force. 
While the Task Forces will he administratively attached to 
Ihc Secretariat of the National Security Council, ihey may 
request for expert assistance Irom agencies within or out¬ 
side the Government. 


K. The National Security Council will also oversee etToils 
to increase public awareness on iniponanl national secu¬ 
rity problems with a view to promoting (lie widest possible 
consensus within the country on issues alfeeting the nation’s 
security. Towards this end, a National Security Advisory 
Hoard will be constituted comprising members drawn from 
among Chief Ministers, Members of Parliament, academics, 
scientists and persons having rich experience of service in 
the administration, armed forces, press and the media. The 
Board will meet at least twice a sear and keep a record of 
its proceedings. The Board will essentially serve as a mecha¬ 
nism for obtaining a broad i ange of informed views and 
options on national security issues. This will form an im¬ 
portant input into studies and pa pels submitted for fife 
consideration of the National Security Council. The Board 
will be serviced by the Secretarial of the National Security 
Council.
